Potato Growing 
Becomes W ork 
For Specialists 


By J. L. HEIRMAN 
Some 25 years ago in Delta 
County we had 49 farmers at­ 
tempting to grow seed pota­ 
toes, and 
an 
equal 
number 
growing 
tablestock 
potatoes. 
Today we have fewer than 20 
commercial potato growers all 
growing tablestock and buying 
their seed stock in other sec­ 
tions of the State, Wisconsin 
and Minnesota. 
The largest grower in terms 
of acres 
25 
years 
ago 
was 
about 20 acres today some are 
crowding IOO acres and its the 
only enterprise on the farm. 
All the efforts ore put into the 
growing and marketing of one 
product. The day of cattle and 
potatoes ort the same farm is 
rapidly coming to an end. It’s 
difficult to be making hay for 
the cattle when the potatoes 
need spraying for insect and 
disease control. 
Let’a take a look at a typical 
potato grower, the 1970 model. 
In the spring of the year when 
the snow is about 
gone 
the 
grower has just finished ship­ 
ping his last truck load of po­ 
tatoes to market. 
Planting In June 
Sometime during the winter 
months he brought in his sup­ 
ply of fertilizer because at that 
time of the year he gets a dis­ 
count and avoids the spring 
rush. The land that is going 
into potatoes probably has a 
cover crp on it which means j 
that it must be plowed. He will 
not plow, 
however, 
until 
a 
week before planting and some­ 
times only a day before. 
He

soft, 
mellow 
soil 
in 
which to planta-not hard com­ 
pact as is often the case after

Finding Risk 


At Peak Today 


W A S H I N G T O N (API — 
American general's in Vietnam 
run a greater risk of being 
killed on the battlefield than in 
any previous 20th Century war 
partly because they often travel 
lo ill-diefined battle zones to 
oversee troop movements!. 
Seven generals 
have 
been 
ki'lld to date in Vietnam. Three 
perished when their helicopters 
or planes crashed after being 
struck by enemy groundfire. 
Two were killed when their hel­ 
icopters crashed. Another was 
picked off by a Viet Cong snip­ 
er. And an Air Force general 
died when the B52 in which he 
was riding collided with another 
big bomber during a Vietnam 
mission. 
Veteran officers and military 
historians, noting the high num­ 
ber of battlefield deaths, cite 
the ill-defined battle lines of the 
guerrilla style conflict as part 
of the reason. 
In World War I, World War II 
and Korea, they said, the action 
was fought along clearly identi­ 
fied lines. General officers rare­ 
ly appeared on the front line?, 
they said, directing the opera­ 
tions from ttthe rear by issuing 
commands over the telephone 
and radio. 
But in Vietnam, where there 
is no baittle line, a division or 
brigade commander may find 
his units widely dispensed and 
fighting as individual 'lements. 
Thus, the generals often have 
felt it necessary to fly in heli­ 
copters over the battlefields to 
monitor and direct the actions 
of troops under their command 
They also have adopted a prac­ 
tice of making flying visits to 
units in the field. 
But the helicopters also pose 
the additional danger of a fatal 
crash because of a mechanical 
malfunction or enemy ground- 
fire.

U-M Plans Hike 
In Tuition Fees 


ANN ARBOR (AP)— The re­ 
gents of the University of Mich­ 
igan approved tuition increases 
Friday in Ann Arbor that had 
been tentatively proposed in Ap­ 
ril. 
The April figures boosted the 
Michigan resident undergradu­ 
ate fees from $40 per credit hour 
to $47 and graduate tolls went up 
from $45 to $55. Non-resident tui­ 
tion went from $129 to $150 for 
undergraduates and from $138 to 
$182 for graduate students. 
The budget adopted by the re­ 
gents amounted to $121,210,376 
for the current fiscal year. 
The university will receive 
$73.5 million from the state in 
funding approved last week by 
the Legislature. Gov. William 
Milliken requested $73.5 million 
While the university had asked 
for $84 million from the state. 
The regents budget covers op­ 
eration of the Flint, Ann Arbor 
and Dearborn campuses of the 
University. It picks up $34.2 mil­ 
lion from student fees and $10.8 
million from contracts for re­ 
search with $3.3 million in other 
revenues. 
The regents also approved the 
establishment of an Afro-Ameri­ 
can and African Studies Center 
at the Ann Arbor campus.

ANN ARBOR (AP) — The 
Michigan Municipal League has 
requested U.S. Census officials 
and Congress take prompt ac­ 
tion to correct preliminary cen­ 
sus count figures and postpone 
finalizing the census until errors 
are corrected. 
In a statement issued Friday, 
Michael M. Glusac, president of 
the league, said the board of 
trustees reviewed a survey of 50 
Michigan cities indicated that 36 
of those queried received counts 
from one to three per cent lower 
than local projections. 
Glusac, corporate counsel for 
the City of Detroit, said that the 
failure to count even one resi­ 
dent could cost a municipality 
$250 in state revenues over the 
next daradle. 
The league has ask Governor 
Milliken and the state legisla­ 
ture to study the need for state 
action in connection with possi­ 
ble errors in the figures from 
the national census. 
The league blamed the errors 
on “failures in the 1970 federal 
census to enum erate the coli zeus 
due to changes in the methods 
of conducting the census.”

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Times Change 


The City of Gladstone and Habitant Shops, 
Inc., have a problem, at least according to a let­ 
ter from Habitant President N. A. Eddy to the 
City Commission and the response of some of 
the commissioners. 
Habitant is unhappy over enforcement of 
state laws regarding disposal of bark and slabs 
from its prefabricated fence operations in Glad­ 
stone, Mr. Eddy indicated in his letter. And the 
City of Gladstone is unhappy that Habitant has 
taken that attitude after what some commission­ 
ers feel has been an 
overly accommodating 
stance by the city toward the company for a 
number of years. 
The exchange as quoted in the Delta Report­ 
er went like this: 
President N. 0. Eddy — “It appears to us 
that the City of Gladstone has been a bit arbi­ 
trary in their attitude. Perhaps the same could 
be said of local Health authorities and the town­ 
ship. Obviously, dozens of other communities 
throughout Michigan have been a bit more un­ 
derstanding and tolerant where almost identical 
problems exist today. 
“I have mentioned our new' plant develop­ 
ment at Stephenson. Plans are now being formu­ 
lated for similar expansion at Gladstone with 
much engineering already completed and some 
equipment already installed. Given the proper 
‘economic climate’ we have had plans for an ex­ 
panding future at Gladstone. 
Now, however, gentlemen, we are rather 
hesitant to proceed until we know better just 
where wre stand. Prudent business judgement 
dictates we put a temporary “HOLD” on expan­ 
sion plans until the economic air clears a bit.” 
Mayor Raymond 
Norton said “ifs their 
w’aste problem and wre shouldn’t fool with them 
anymore. For nine years that I know' of, wre have 
been getting complaints on the smoke and we 
dragged our feet and tried to co-operate with 
Habitant.’’ Ame 
Anderson said the city has 
“been in sympathy with Habitant for a long 
time, but this is a slap in the face.”

That Habitant has a problem is not dispu­ 
ted. In the fence making operation there is bark 
and other w'aste for disposal. With the emphasis 
on environmental quality sweeping the nation, 
however, Gladstone residents in the Buckeye 
area are no longer willing to tolerate the burn­ 
ing that went on along the lake shore for years. 
And so Habitant has been forced into other 
methods of disposal and haven’t been overly suc­ 
cessful in locating place to dump. Residents com­ 
plained about dumping the waste in a township 
area near Gladstone and the city decided it 
couldn’t continue to allow industrial waste from 
Habitant to fill up the city landfill. 
The company presently is dumping in an 
area off Skelton Rd., but according to Ray Gag­ 
non, local manager, that area won’t handle the 
waste material for long, forcing the company to 
look for another site. Gagnon said the company 
has been looking for property, going so far as to 
advertise for it, but hasn't b^n able to come up 
with an acceptable parcel as yet. 
Meanw'hile, he pointed out, Habitant has 
been searching for uses for the waste, rather 
than throwing it away That, too, has been un­ 
successful.

Gladstone, on the other hand, can’t be re­ 
sponsible for industrial waste material. And with 
the environmental protection pressure on, the 
City Comission and local health authorities can’t 
close their eyes to problems anymore. 
The city has tried to cooperate. But the 
time has come for industry to recognize that 
satisfactory disposal of waste products is one of 
the costs of doing business. Air. Eddy may feel 
that Gladstone should be more cooperative, but 
communications like his letter to the Commission 
don’t solve any problems. 
Gladstone, like all cities in the Upper Pen­ 
insula, is anxious to promote industrial develop­ 
ment and to encourage expansion of its existing 
industry. But no longer can this be encouraged 
at any cost. The great debate that raged for 
nearly a year on the plans of Mead Corp. to con­ 
struct a kraft pulp mill for its Escanaba Paper 
Co., is just one example of the public concern for 
the environment that is reaching into govern­ 
ment at all levels. 
An expansion of Habitant Shops, Inc., to 
use more raw material and employ more people 
would be welcomed in Gladstone and Delta Coun­ 
ty, but not at any expense to the community. 
The times have changed. The “good old days” 
are gone forever.

Schemanske's ruling was ap­ 
pealed by the Wayne County 
prosecutor’s office to (the presid­ 
ing judge of Recorder’s Court, 
the Michigan Court of Appeals 
and finally to the Michigan Su- 
oreme Court, all of which up­ 
held Sdhemanske. 
August Acquitted 
Dismukes, the two former po­ 
licemen and another white offic­ 
er, Ronald August, were charged 
after three Negro youths were 
slain in the Algiers Motel annex 
at the height of the 1967 riot. 
August was acquitted of first- 
degree m urder in the shotgun 
slaying of one af the youths. 
In the conspiracy case, Justice 
Harry Kelley wrote the carttrol- 
lmg opinion, in which four other 
justices concurred. There were 
no dissenting opinions. 
Kelley said, “The record does
